Subject :—Scheme for exports under CGtL-3 of textiles 
made from cotton, wool and man-made fibre ex¬ 
cluding jute, silt and flax to USA and EEC Member 
Suites from 1-1-1978 U) 31-12-1978. 

F. No. 2(€>/78'E.I^—The scheme- relates to the export of 
textiles (a) falling under 106 categories to the- USA; and 
(b) 114 categories to the EEC Member States, viz. West 
Germany, France, Italy, Benelux, U.K., Irish Republic and 
Denmark for the quota year 1st January, 1978 to 31st 
December, 1978. 

2. For the purposes of quota allotment, the shipment 

period will be divided into two six-monthly periods, i.e., 
from 1st January, 1978 to 30th June, 1978 and from 1st 
July, 1978 to 31st December, 1978. 60 per cent of the 

quota will be allocated during the first six months and 40 
per cenl of ihc quota during the next six months. Quota 
allotments will be made by (he Cotton Textiles Export Pro¬ 
motion Council to these shippers who are registered with 
the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay, 
Handloom Export Promotion Council, Madras, Silk and 
Rayon Textiles Export Promotion Councils, Bombay, Wool 
and Woollen Export, Promotion Council, Bombay. However, 
quotas for readymade garments shall also be allotted to those 
shippers who are admitted as member of the Readymade 
Garments Panel of the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion 
Council. 

3. Exports will be allowed from any part in India. 

4. For fabrics and made-up articles, 75 per cent of the 
quota would be allocated on high price basis and for Ibis 
portion of the quota, for the first six months the Cotton 
Textiles Export Promotion Council will immediately tHkc 
steps to call for offers and decide the quota allotments with¬ 
in a reasonable time. 

25 per cent of the quota for fabrics and made-up arti¬ 
cles would be allocated on first-come, first-served basis. 
Half of it may be reserved for firm contracts and the other 
half for contracts against which goods are ready and ins¬ 
pected for shipment. 

For knitwear, hosiery and readymade garments, 50 per 
cent of the quota will be allocated on high price basis. 
The rest 50 per cent would be allocated on first-come, first- 
served basis, naif of which may be reserved against firm con¬ 
tracts and the other half against contracts against which 
goods are ready and inspected for shipment. 

5. Initially from 1st January, 1978, and until further ad¬ 
vice shipments will be allowed by ihe Customs Authorilies 
at the ports of shipment on the basis of quota endorsement on 
the original and duplicate of the shipping bills for indivi¬ 
dual consignments issued by the Cotton Textiles Export Pro¬ 
motion Council, Bombay, its office at Air Cargo Complex, 
Santa Crux Airport, Bombay; its regional and port offices at 
Delhi, Calcutta, Madras, Bangalore, Cochin and Ahmedabad. 
In respect of USA. however, before allowing shipments, the 
Customs Authorities would also verify the visa endorsement 
on the Special Customs Invoice No. 5515 Issued by the 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council, Bombay, or its 
authorised representatives. In respect of exports to EEC 
Member States, alongwith the quota endorsement, the Cotton 
Textiles Export Promotion Council will issue certificate of 
export and certificate of origin for categories having indi¬ 
vidual category limits and cerlificale of origin in respect of 
other categories not having individual category limits for 
forwarding these certificates to importers for obtaining clear¬ 
ance at the destination. 

6 . The Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council will 
make efforts to ensure reasonable realisation through floor 
price mechanism, where practicable. 
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7. The lists of categories of textile products covered under 
the scheme are available with the Cotton Textiles Export 
Promotion Council. 

8 . In so far as hnndloom fabrics, made-up articles made 
from hnndloom fabrics and woven garments made from 
hnndloom fabrics fulling under allegories other than alle¬ 
gories 7, 8, 26 and 27 in respect of EEC and other than 
categories 336, 340, 341, 347 and 348 in respect of USA 
are concerned, shipments will be permitted by the Customs 
on the basis of the certification by the Textiles Committee 
without the requirements of the quota endorsement by the 
Cotton Textiles Export Promotion Council. 

9. In respect of India Items which are typically Indian 
traditional folklore textile products, shipments will be per¬ 
mitted by the Customs for exports to USA on the basis of 
appropriate certificates issued by All India Handicrafts Board 
or the Textiles Committee in respect of garments fulling under 
India items. For items certified as India items, no quota 
endorsement by the Cotton Textiles Export Promotion 
Council will be required for endorsement of the shipping 
bills by the Customs Authorities. In respect of export of 
India items to EEC Member States, the Cotton Textiles Ex¬ 
port Promoiion Council will notify the procedure later. De¬ 
tails of India items are available with the Council, 


10, The USA Textiles Licensing Advisory Committee and 
the EEC including UK Licensing Advisory Committee shall 
(a) supervise ihe entire scheme; (b) keep a watch over the 
performance from time to time; (c) interpret and give deci¬ 
sions on various matters arising out of the operation of the 
scheme; and (d) make such changes in the scheme as the 
Committees deem fit from time to time. The Licensing 
Committee shall be empowered to frame rules and regula¬ 
tions from time to time, inter-alia, providing for the condi¬ 
tions to be complied with by the applicant before he would 
be entitled to quotas. They shall also have the right to with¬ 
hold or cancel the quotas and reject applications for quotas 
without assigning any reasons.
